For  t3ie  opening  and  extending  of  33arr  Street  from  the  south 
line  of  Ormiston  Heirs  Addition  to  Hudieill  boulevard. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port 
Y/ayne,  Indiana,  that  i t is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and 
extend  Barr  Street  from  the  south  line  of  Ormiston  Heirs  Addition  to 
Rudisill  Boulevard. 

Said  opening  and  extending  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appro- 
priating for  street  purposes  thefollowing  described  parcels  of  land  and 
parts  of  lots  to-wit:--Cornraencing  at  a pointon  the  south  line  of  the 
alley  on  the  south  side  of  Orraieton  Heirs  Addition  two  hundred  and 
fifty  (250)  feet  East  of  the  East  line  of  Piqua  Avenue,  thence  south 
parallel  with  the  East  line  of  Piqua  Avenue  across  lots  Nos.  1 and  3 
and  part  of  Lot  No.  5 Koehlereestate  to  the  North  line  of  Rudisill
